This 
Wiuildinehte the ptper EContinental” issues and the circula- 
tion of the "Syanish Milled dollars” and their substitutes, 
together with the use of the cut fips and bits--all these ele- 
ments, it asems to me, might be weided into a very interesting 
and instructive presentation. It is not too much to hope that 
discoveries regarding the American Colonial Coinage are still 
to be made. In support of this, one need only cite the dis- _ 
“overy of the Purple Heart Decoration within very recent years. 
Such discoveries are more likely to be made by those familiar 
with the historical data of the reriod, so much of which has 
been gathered into the care of local and state histotical so- 
cieties throughout the country, where unfortunately it has lain 
undisturbed... If some means emn be found for bringing this 
material within the ken of our Numismatists, I feel sure there 
will be a change from the attitude that we have little more to 
learn regarding the coinage of this country..
